Post Office Rules. 


Never buy any stamps. Hand yonr 
letter to the Postmaster and tell him 
to put a stamp on it. If you are out 
of change tell him you will hand it to 
him the next time you are 
in. It 
wont be necessary however, to do so, 
as three cents are nothing. 
When you hand in your letter, do 
not forget to tell tho Postmaster to be 
sure and have it go. If you do not 
give this warning, lie may keep it in 
the oflice. 
Always remember to call the Post­ 
master anti hand your letter to hint 
and not put it in the letter box. If 
you do not the Postmaster will not 
have so much to do, and vou will 
thereby encourage laziness. Remem­ 
ber that the Postmaster would consid­ 
er it quite unkind to have your letters 
stamped by anyone but himself. He 
will be pleased also to put wrappers 
on papers, anti back them for you oc­ 
casionally, or oftener; especially when 
he is busy distributing the mail. 
When you put in a letter it is well 
to ask how long before you will get 
an answer. Of course the Postmaster 
ought to know, or he is not fit to be a 
Postmaster. 
If you have a box, do not call out 
the number of it or your name, but 
stand there and rap. This will oblige 
the Postmaster to take a good look at 
you. 
When he hands out your mail, don’t 
fail to ask him if that is all, (Postmus­ 
ters are in the habit of bolding back 
one’s mail, which of course ttiey will 
not do after this question is asked.) 
If an expected letter or paper does 
not come, ask him what he supposes 
is the reason, and teii him it is mighty 
curious. A Postmaster ought to know 
what is wrong after being in the busi­ 
ness a few mouths. It is well to tell 
him where you are expecting it from 
and what business it is about, etc. 
This kind of a story is calculated to 
interest a Postmaster and render him 
good natured. You might hint to him 
also, that your letter must be in (lie 
pnstufiice somewhere. That kind of 
insinuation always makes him feel so 
jutiiluut. 
If the man of the house does not get 
u letter, it would be well to send tiie 
rest of tiie family, one at a 
time. 
Tiiere is no telling which might be the 
lucky one. 
Each one should be in­ 
structed to ask the Postmaster if lie is 
sure tiiere is nothing. This will tend 
to create an angelic disposition in the 
most cross-grained Postmaster.

T h e careful reader ot the Express 
editor’s interview with Senator J o n e s, 
published a few days ago, cannot avoid 
the conclusion that though the result 
of a joint effort and prepared with 
great caution and concern, it is a lame 
and impotent production—the mouse 
result of the m ountain’s labor.

was 
a 


poor man, but, having a wonderful de- 
gree of natural 
mechanical 
skill, he 


devoted all hia time for the past 
four- 


teen years to experiments with water 
with a view of procuring 
a motive 
power from it. 
He was engaged 
upon 


an idea of his own regarding the force 
of columns of water one day when 
he 


accident ly discovered a vapor which he 
has harnessed. 
He 
<udied the subject, 
ascertained 
how it 
was 
generated, 


learned 
its power, and thencefoth 
ap- 


plied himself solely to the perfection 
of this idea, 
working night and day 


for a number of years, until his efforts 
were crowned with success. 
The ap- 


paratus by which this power 
is made 


is termed a "generator" or "multipli- 
cator," and the vapor is then passed 
into a "receiver," and from thence 
to 
the cylinder box of the engine, where 
it drives tbe pistons and sets the 
en- 
gines in motion. 
The "generator" is 
about three feet high, made of Austri- 
an gun metal, is one solid 
piece 
and 
will hold about ten «r twelve gallons 
of water. 
It is 
four or five inches 


thick, 
and 
made 
to stand 
the very 


heavy 
pressure 
of 20,000 
to 
30,060 


pounds of vapor 
to tbe square 
inch. 


The inside is composed 
of a number 
of cylindrical 
champers, 
connected 


by pipes, 
and furnished 
with cocks 


and valves. 
The "reservoir" is about 
six inches in diameter and forty inch- 
es long, and 
is connected 
with tbe 
"generator" by a pipe which is about 
one inch in circumference 
on the 
out- 


side, with a bore 
of about 
one-eigth 
of an 
inch. 
Connected 
with both 
"generator" and ''receiver" is a stand- 
pipe of brass, 
about 
two and a-half 


inches in diameter and three feet high 
having 
a spherical 
chamber 
at the 
bottom, made in two parts, by flanges 
and connected 
to the pipe uniting tbe 
"generator" 
and 
"reservoir." 
The 


vapor generated 
in the multiplicator 


is conveyed 
to the reservoir, 
which 


contains 
numerous 
pipes, 
and 
from 
there by a feed 
pipe, to the engine. 


The engine is of a peculiar 
construc- 


tion, but tbe inventor claims that 
the 
vapor can be attached to any 
ordina- 
ry engine now in use, with very slight 
alterations. 


CLAIMS OF THE INVENTOR. 


Mr. Keely claims that this apparatus 
will generate cold vapor from 
water 
by mechanical 
appliances, 
without 
the use of chemicals. 
The water used 
is common 
spring or well water, 
and 


does not undergo any previous prepa- 
ration, a rubber hose from an ordina- 
ry hydrant 
to the generator 
being 


used as a means of conveying the 
li- 
quid. 
The peculiarity ofthis vapor is 
that it can be used to the best advan- 
tage at a pressure 
of from 
20,000 to 


30,000 pounds to the square inch. 
To 
the mechanical mind this seems 
im- 
possible. 
Yet such 
is the claim 
of 
Mr. Keely, and it has 
been 
attested 
that such 
is the fact by gentlemen 
who are claimed to be mechanical 
ex- 
perts of the highest grade. 
Yet with 
all this immense pressure at bis com- 
mand, tbe inventor is enabled to con- 
trol his engine, 
and run it with the 
same ease and facilityas 
engines 
are 
now run by steam. 
He has tried 
the 
moter upon an engine oftwenty-horse 
power, 
and it defied the efforts of all 
the 
gentlemen 
present 
to 
stop 
the fly-wheel. 
The water used, 
after 
it is passed 
through the multiplicator 
has no perceptible 
smell or taote, and 
seems as pure as when it first entered, 
thus showing conclusively that no se- 
cret chemical 
process is employed 
to 
carry out the 
object 
designed. 
Tbe 
parts of the 
generator and 
multipli- 
cator are all made ofwelded 
iron, of 
great thickness 
and 
strength. 
The 
connecting pipes 
are 
also small 
and 
ofgreat 
thickness, 
and are oxidized 
and planished 
so 
as to prevent 
the 
force of the vapor 
escaping 
through 
the pores of the metal. 
Steam 
could 
not pass through the connecting pipes 
which are used on this apparatus, 
since 
the bore is only about 
the dimension 
of a knitting-needle. 


DANGER SF EXPLOSION. 


With this immense power at hand 
one would naturally fear an explosion 
most disasterous 
in its results. 
But 
such, it is claimed, cannot be tbe case, 
since when the vapor comes 
in 
con- 
tact with the atmosphere 
it ceases 
to 
expand, and instantly goes back to its 
origanal state?namely, 
air and water; 
therefore, 
in this regard it is less dan- 
gerous 
than 
either 
gunpowder 
or 
steam. 
The vapor is thinner than air, 
and will aot cut the meUl 
in escap- 
ing or passing 
through 
the throttle- 
2v*i 11 caun °t de exploded or caus- 


\u2666 i? 
»m.c uy *,he application of heat 
to it. 
A lighted candle has been 
held 


at the safe cock and the force ofthe air 
did not even extinguish the light, and 
did not have any 
offensive 
odor; in 
fact, none at all was perceptible. 
The 
rapidity with which this vapor can bo 
generated 
is 
almost 
inappreciable. 
"In five seconds," 
said Mr. Keely, "I 
can supply 2000 pounds of vapor tothe 
square 
inch, and enough to run a train 
of ten cars from Philadelphia to New 
York and return." 
It seems 
almost 
instantaneous, 
so short 
Is 
the time 
consumed, 
The vapor has 
a 
damp, 
cold feeling. 
There is not 
the least 


noise percoptable in its generation. 
To apply this motor to any engine 
now in use willfirst require a dispens- 
ing of the boiler, as the receiver 
and 
generator willtake its place; secondly, 
the fire-box must be 
removed 
as 
a 


useless adornment; 
and, 
thirdly, in 


locomotives 
there willbe no 
U9e for 


the tender. 
The power will be sup- 


plied to the engine, aud the train will 
move oft'at any rate 
of speed which 
may be desired, provided all that 
has 


been claimed for the "motor" does uot 
fail. 
With a Keely "motor" attached 


to a steamer, 
the voyage of the world 


can be made without coal, but as 
the 


action of salt water, In producing the 
vapor has never been tested, itremains 
to be seen 
whether 
or not 
a vessel 


would 
not

sage ofthe train willbe silent.

or dropping 
of coals 
to set 
fire to 


bridges. 
The engine will be 
smaller 


than those now in use, but will be of 
greater 
horse-power. 
He says 
that 


the generator can either be carrie I on 
a train or left at a depot, according to 
the wishes ofthe engineer. 
Itis small 
and compact, and takes up very little 
room. 


For street cars as a motive 
power, 


this invention, it is claimed, 
will un- 
doubtedly become 
popular. 
The cost

hundred to twenty-five hundred

lars, according to the size and finish 
desired.
